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Planning Board seizes 
road development bond 


Glen Acres is a relatively new 
real estate development off Glen 
Road and westerly of the Wildcat 
Railroad. It was the place where, a 
few months ago, there was a fight 
over a proposed connection to 
Washington Avenue, a fight which 
Was not without humor. Selectmen 
and Planning Board were involved, 
and the Town Crier said it was a 
case of Irresistable Force and an 
Immovable Object. 

Before construction started for 
Glen Acres a bond valued at $82,- 
500 was deposited with the town, to 
guarantee construction of the 
Proposed roads. During the 


‘Irresistable Force’ fight the Plan- 
ning Board voted that $20 thousand 
of that money should be set aside 
for a new Connection to 
Washington Ave. - if it should be so 
voted by the Town Meeting. 

It is now to be doubted if any of 
that money will be voted by any 
Town Meeting. Glen Acres is in 
bankruptcy, and Tuesday evening 
the Planning Board voted to take 
control of the money remaining in 
that bond, because the proposed 
streets had not been completed. 

It will now be up to the Planning 
Board to see that those streets are 
constructed, using the money in 


Wildcat notes a perfect 
high school room attendance 


The Wildcat is the Wilmington 
High School newspaper. published 
on a weekly basis. It had a story, 
two weeks ago. noting that Home 
Room 120, Mrs. Eileen Malay and 
her sophomore class, had gone for 
11 days with a perfect attendance 
record. 

Mrs. Malay has now challenged 
other Home Room teachers to a 
little competition: Some interest 
has been evinced in her challenge. 
Dr. George Eisenberg. high school 
principal. feels that thts evidence 
that the “new broom’’ -system 
started last September is really 
doing its work 

The Town Crier noted, last 
September, that there was a ‘‘new 
broom” in the high school, and 
that there were to be some 
changes in attitudes and methods. 

For the month of, September 
1973. and September 1974, aiten- 
dance in Wilmington High School 
was approximately 93°". 

For the month of September 
1975, the first month of the “new 
broom” attendance was 96°: 
Translated into numbers, this 
means that about 50 more 
members of the student body were 
attending. daily 

Eisenberg credits the increase 
to the diligence of the high school 
staff, and the cooperation of 
parents and students. - 

There were several meetings in 
September. in which parents par- 
tucipatey and-in-which suggestions 
were made for the improvement of 
the program From those 
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meetings changes were evolved, to 
which Eisenberg credits the im- 
provement in at! -

work together an Attendance 
Appeals Board, with Roger 
Breakey. Dean of Students, work- 
ing with them. The rules have 
been modified. regarding 
absences. Specifically. an ‘‘excus- 
ed absence” category has been 
developed. 

Students will now be excused, so 
as not to automatically fail. if they 
are hospitalized: if there has been 
a death in the family: if there are 
other extenuating circumstances 
in the family: and for related 
school activities. such as college, 
entrance exams, class trips, and 
band or other activities.

Route 129 meeting

A public meeting is scheduled

29. at the Wilmington High School 
auditorium for proposed im- 
provements to Route 129. This 
meeting. the second in a con- 
tinuing series, will be to inform the 
public on progress in the Route 129 
study. 

A set of four alternatives has 
been selected for further study 
from an initial 17 potential alter- 
natives, presented at the first 
public meeting held September 4. 
These alternatives include a ‘‘no- 
build.” a widening of existing 
Route 129. and two bypass alter- 
natives. 

One bypass would run east of 
Wilmington Square behind 
Wilmington Plaza. from Richmond 


Street. The second bypass would 
be a continuation of the first, north 
of. and parallel to, Lowell Street to 
the 1-93 interchange. 

Both bypass alternatives and the 
widening alternative would add ad- 
ditional ramps to the northwest 
and southeast quadrants of the 
Lowell Street/I-93 interchange. 

The four alternatives will be 
presented by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works with 
preliminary plans and a discussion 
of progress to date: The public is 
encouraged to attend and actively 
participate in a discussion of the 
transportation improvements 
proposed. *

Wilmington Fire Fighters 
and North Reading alarms 


The Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment is on a ‘‘first responder’ 
basis for North Reading fire 
alarms. as the result of a wage dis- 
pute in that town. North Reading 
Fire Fighters are refusing over- 
time. and are not answerin.g box 
alarms. 

The North Reading action came 
after the selectmen of that town 
are reported to have reversed a 
vote of acceptance of a contract 
between the town and the firemen. 
The reversal refuses to grant the 
firemen the wages voted in the 
Town Meeting of North Reading, 
last April. 

According to the union presi- 
dent. the action of the North 


Reading firemen is not a union ac- 
tion, but an individual decision on 
the part of the permanent firemen 

The regular shifts are filled, ex- 
cept for Tuesday*and Saturday, 
which are one man short. 

Due to the shortage of men only 
one North Reading engine is 
responding to alarms. Wilmington 
and Middleton also respond to all 
box alarms. and Wilmington fire 
engines and the Wilmington am- 
bulance are to be seen frequently, 
rushing off to North Reading. 

The dispute, over pay. calls for 
an increase in starting pay from 
$160.55 to $195.96. and in the max- 
imum rate. of $187.34 to $228.55 
weekly

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New Primary Law bothers 
Town Clerks . 


Massachusetts has a new law, 
concerning Presidential 
Primaries. That is the date on 
which voters name their 
preference of the presidential 
hopefuls. 

Every fourth year, in New 
Hampshire. the presidential 
hopefuls traipse all over that state, 
appearing in town halls, and any 
other place capable of attracting a 
few voters. Now Massachusetts 
seeks some of that, and is planning 
to have its primaries only one 
week after that of New 
+ Hampshire. 5 

Presidential primaries in 
Massachusetts used to be on the 
fourth Tuesday in April. The new 
law says they will be on the first 
Tuesday in March. It isn't quite as 
simple as it looks. and the new law 
has drawn a lot of criticism. 


Massachusetts Republicans 
have been contending that the new 
law takes away from the voters 
the right to choose those who will 
represent them in the nomination 
of presidential candidates. They 
have filed suit challenging the con- 
stitutionality of the new law. 

A group of liberal Democrats, 
eight persons from CP-PAX 
‘Citizens Participation - Political 
Actlion Committee) have joined 
the Republicans, and one thus sees 
both ends of the political spectrum 


put in an emergency preamble, for 
good reasons.
